, OTTAWA, Feb. 23.—(CP)—Eleven men and two women 
have been held in the Royal Commission inquiry into espion- 
age activities and “it is apparent that it may be necessary to 
request that additional persons may be interrogated under ° 
similar orders,” it was disclosed officially today. 

THE DISCLOSURE WAS MADE in a statement to Jus« 
tice Minister St. Laurent from counsel from the Royal Come 
mission which emphasized that the reason for proceeding in 
camera ‘becomes more apparent every day” and “obviously 
must be done with the greatest discretion.” 

The statement said the commissioners feel that the 
evidence, which confirms “the serious nature” of the dise 
closures of state secrets, has not advanced to the stage where 
an interim report should be made. 

IT SAID THE COMMISSIONERS wish to make a report 
!which would contain “at least some of their findings within 
'as short a time as possible, which, however, appears at prese 
ent cannot be less than two or three weeks from now.”

Ribbentrop said he took the op- 


portunity when Mr. Churchill 


visited the German embassy in Lon-| 


don at an unspecified date in the 
1930's to talk to him “about the 
necessity of the creation of friend- 
ly relations between Germany and 
England.” 

18 HIS REQUEST to the tribunal 
Ribbentrop said he “mainly told 
Churehill that a strong Germany 
which was not about to become a 
reality represented the strongest 
support for England’s empire.” Rib- 
bentrop’s request continued: 

“At that time Churchill replied 
fo these statements that England 
was intelligent and experienced 
enough to get other powers on Eng- 
dand’s side if Germany should be- 
come too strong. On this occasion 
Churchill stated unmistakably that 
England would destroy Germany if 
she should become too strong.” 

CONTRASTING WITH the per- 
sonalitieg which Ribbentrop and 
Hermana Goering notified the 
court Were necessary to their de- 
fence, counsel for Rudolf Hess 
mtntioned only four names, includ- 
ing Hess’ brother Alfred. The law- 
yer said Alfred now was in an in- 
ternment camp, but, as a former 
gauleiter in charge of the foreign 
organization of the Nazi party, he 
could testify whether the party was 
used for fifth column activities, 

Supplied with a stream of notes 
,fvom Goering in the prisoners’ box, 
Nazi defence counsel challenged a 
basic Allied accusation that Ger- 
many had violated the Versailles 
treaty. 

TAKING UP THE QUESTION 
of crimes committed during war- 
time, defence counsel demanded 
that the.international military tri- 
bunal give them an opportunity to 
attempt to prove that German in- 
fractions were in “retaliation” for 
those by the Allied powers. 

The defence moves drew sharp 
@bjections from the Soviet chief 
prosecutor, Lt.-Gen. Roman Rud- 
enko, and Sir David Maxwell Fyfe, 
acting ehief prosecutor. 

“This is a trial of the main Nazi 
war criminals,” Gen, Rudenko de- 
clared, “It would indeed be a gross 
violation of the tribunal's charter 
to dwell on problems which have 
nothing to do with the charges we 
are investigating.” 

SIR DAVID SAID THAT “for 
the defence to say other people did 
the same thing is entirely irrele- 
want.” He added: “Standards are 
laid down by The Hague Conven- 
tion and... it is no answer even 
if true that someone else commit- 
ted breaches.” 

Earlier the international military 
tribunal, which is‘trying 22 Nazi 
leaders on war criminal charges, 
fheard counsel for Goering claim 
that the former Reichsmarshal 
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tried up to the last minute to avert 
hostilities with Britain in 1939, 

WHILE THE FAT NO. 1 NAZI 
prisoner alternately chuckled and 
scowled at légal developments in 
a tense session, his counsel, Dr. 
Otto Stahmer, outlined the alleged 
pro-British activities which the de- 
fence would attempt to prove. 

Lawyers for other defendants 
joined with Stahmer in demand 
that the tribunal produce as a wit- 
ness Swedish engineer’ Birger 
Dahlerus of Stockholm who was 
described as an intermediary be- 
tween Goering and British leaders 
in the war crisis seven years ago. 

Stahmer said that Dahlerus, at 
Goering’s instigation, met with six 
British political figures beginning 
in August, 1939, in Sweden and later 
in the month “negotiated repeatedly 
in London with Lord Halifax, (Sir) 
Alexander Cadogan and other for- 
eign office representatives in order 
to obtain a peaceable solution of the 
Polish-German conflict and avoid 
war.” 

STAHMER SAID DAHLERUS 
had negotiated with the British 
ambassador in Berlin, had called 
on the Polish ambassador and had 
been present when Goering and the 
British ambassador discussed the 
crisis on the evening of Aug. 31, 
1939. 

He was said to have known that 
Goering had declared Sept. 4, 1939, 
he “would under no circumstances 
be the first to take aggressive acts 
against England.” 


Rescue Efforts 
Started Again 
As Miner Found 


HERFORD, Germany, Feb. 23.— 
(BUP)—Rescue work at the Mono- 
pole coal mine in the Ruhr was 
resumed today after the escape of 
one miner revived some slim hope 
for the lives of 425 men still 
missing. 

The missing miners were counted 
as dead yesterday, and workmen 
began sealing the openings of the 
sprawling mine at Unna, their con- 
crete emplacements forming a vast 
tomb for the men trapped by a 
series of explosions. 

But late yesterday a 32-year-old 
pit electrician, Enio Gronar, was 
found haggard and half-dead in a 
tunnel that would have been sealed 
within a short time.

E. M. Culliton, former Liberal 
member of the Saskatchewan legis- 
lature and _ recently discharged 
from the army after overseas ser- 
vices, charged yesterday that the 
control of government in Saskatch- 
ewan “is no longer in the hands of 
our elected representatives.”

About four veterans have applied for 
training-on-the-job in Edmonton for each 
employer who has offered to give one of 
them a chance. 

That is not good enough, not nearly good 
enough. It does not reflect the opportunities 
which exist here to give returned men an 
opportunity to earn while they learn, with 
the federal treasury paying part of their 
wages. As a part-solution of the problem of 
getting the veterans established in civilian 
life, the employer-response has been far too 
weak to promise success. 

No doubt the showing will get better as 
business men become familiar with the 
scheme. But time is a highly important fac- 
tor. Naturally the ex-service men want to 
get at work of some kind as quickly as pos- 
sible. It is better for everyone concerned 
that they should. 

‘An immediate start is particularly urgent 
in the case of a boy who left school three 
or four or five years ago to join up. He has 
had no experience in the rough-and-tumble 
of hunting up a job, and is likely to get dis- 
couraged if he doesn’t locate one quickly. 
The Government is trying to help him and 
his comrades, and offers to pay part of their 
wages while they are getting broken in to 
the duties of places in the industrial set-up. 

If employers co-operate they can train 
these still young chaps to fit into niches in 
their establishments without more wage- 
cost than is usual when a learner is taken 
on. 

The Junior Chamber of Commerce is 
lending a hand, and its members are inter- 
viewing employers in hope of finding places 
for a large number of returned men who 
want to take advantage of this opportunity. 
They deserve the largest possible measure 
of success, because those on whose behalf 
they speak have surely earned the chances 
they are looking for. 


The Law Can’t Work Now 


In wartime the law of supply and demand 
could not operate as it normally does in 
peacetime, The Dominion Government ac- 
cordingly intervened by establishing price 
ceilings, regulating the allocation of mate- 
rials, directing labor, and paying subsidies— 
to the end that what was required could be 
produced in unprecedented quantities. 

Wartime conditions have not passed as 
these affect the building. of houses. Mat- 
rials are still scarce, labor supply limited, 
and construction costs away out of line. So 
far out of line that no person who has not 
a better than moderate income can build a 
desirable house, buy one, or rent one, with- 
out cutting into his wages or salary so 
heavily that his family have to adopt a sub- 
standard scale of living. 

And for the majority of people, who fall 
below this income level, to build or buy is 
impossible, and to rent a newly built house 1s 
simply ruinous. The law of supply and de- 
mand just isn’t operating, and can’t oper- 
ate, in these conditions. Private enterprise 
cannot produce modern houses at prices or 
rentals within reach of the great majority 
of people who need them. j 

To make such houses available to low and 
moderate income earners prices will have to 
come down—away down, incomes will have 
to go up—away up, or subsidies will have to 
be paid to builders, subsidies large enough 
to bring the sale price and the rental rates 
down within reach of the prospective buyers 
and renters.

Of the three solutions, the immediately 


practicable one is to pay subsidies for the 
production of houses at or under fixed ceil- 


ing prices--as was done to secure the pro- | 


duction of many of the things which were 
needed while the fighting was going on, Un- 
less that aid-policy is adopted, there is no 
prospect that the housing problem will be 
very much nearer solution next fall than it 
is now. 


Branch Universities 


It has been announced in the Alberta 
Legislature that no branch of the University 
of Alberta will be established in Calgary this 
year, apparently for financial reasons. 

This postponement of the project should 
afford leisure for a more thoughtful exam- 
ination of it. And surely a more thoughtful 
consideration will convince many people that 
the proposal is not altogether sound. 

It is far from the intent here to oppose 
any measure which would contribute to the 
advancement of learning. And if, at any 
time, the provincial government feels it can 
afford to establish a sort of advanced high 
school in Calgary, which will go through the 
motions of affording university training, all 
well and good. 

But it should be thoroughly understood 
that a branch of a university is not a uni- 
versity any more than a single limb of a 
tree is the whole tree. And university educa- 
tion cannot be despatched to.outlying points 
like soup or soap. 

It is true that instructors could be ‘sent 
to Calgary or any other point to lecture and 
set examinations and parcel out degrees. 

It is also true that the recipients of these 
attentions would likely acquire a certain 
modicum of knowledge and their heads 
‘would be filled with a certain quantity of 
facta. 

But neither knowledge nor facts are edu-

that they are. 


A university, if it is worth anything, is

Why All the Fury ? 


. Moscow newspapers are going as wild as 
some Canadian newspapers went, over the 
“spy story.” The quotation, by the way, is 
from a Moscow broadcast, not from any offi- 
cial statement issued in Canada. 

The Government of Canada announced 
a week ago that there had been a leakage 
of information on the part of some present 
or former Canadian civil servants, that the 
matter was being investigated and those 
found guilty would be appropriately dealt 
with according to Canadian law. Nothing 
was said about who got the information, how 
he got it, or what he did with it. 

Some Canadian papers implied that Rus- 
sia was the “party of the second part.” 
They did this on their own responsibility 
and in accord with their unquestioned rights 
as citizens of a country where the press is 
free. 

Moscow newspapers responded that this 
was a correct guess; and proceeded to be- 
rate the Government of Canada for having 
announced that it was proceeding to disci- 
pline Canadian public servants without first 
asking Moscow’s consent! 

From this remarkable piece of impudence 
they have gone on to say the object was to 
divert attention from things said and done 
at the United Nations conference. That the 
machinery to detect and punish the offend- 
ers was in motion three months before the 
conference met, the Moscow journals do not 
see fit to recognize as inconsistant with 
their diversion theory. Alibis are evidently 
scarce at Moscow. 

A point not to be overlooked is that 
while the Canadian newspapers in question 
went wild of their own accord, the news- 
papers in Moscow have worked up their fury 
by official direction or by official permission. 
Otherwise their editors would be in jail. A 
free press does not exist in Russia. 

‘As the matter now stands, the Moscow 
papers are engaged in an anti-Canada, anti- 
Britain campaign, with the fore-knowledge 
and consent of official censors, if not in 
obedience to direct orders from them. All 
because the Government of Canada said it 
intended to deal with Canadian public ser- 
vants who had broken Canadian law—with- 
out naming Russia as the instigator or the 
beneficiary of their unfaithfulness.

The breaking of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the United States and Argentina was 
almost a certainty when Washington issued 
its summary of events marking the fascist 
trend at Buenos Aires.
